TO LITlft CIRL 


Vaccination Generally Believed 
to have been Responsible 
Tor this Death.

FUNERAL ON WEDNESDAY

Stricken. Comatose Condition Con­ 
tinued until Death. 


Dorothea Slavbaugh, only child of 
Mr. and Mrs. G. S. Slaybaugh, of New 
Oxford, died 
at their home 
Sunday, 
evening.at five o'clock after lying in a 
comatose state for five days from an 
illness believed to have been caused by 
vaccination. 
The immediate cause of 
her death was lock jaw*. 
The child was vaccinated on Satur­ 
day, September nth, and was about as 
usual attending 
school and 
playing 
until Tuesday evening, when she went 
to bed. 
It was impossible to arouse' 
her the next morning 
and her condi­ 
tion became gradually worse in spite 
of th** efforts of several 
physicians. 
When her 
illness was diagnosed 
as 
tetanus it was feared that she could 
not live more than a day but she lin­ 
gered until Sunday evening. 
It is not 
known from what 
other 
source the 
infection 
which 
caused 
lock jaw* could have come, 
unless it 
was from the vaccination, though the, 
appearance of th** mark was normal. 
Funeral in New Oxford on Wednes- 
day afternoon at two o’clock.

is th e spirit w e expect to Aud. 
“ Tile w ay w ill be m ade as sm ooth as 
possible for th e m en we w ant.

Hie Jew ish regim ent w as mooted J e w s 
as a body objected to enrolling, mainly 
on the ground of racial au d religious 
custom s which enfolded them 
T hey

Various Corn Breads 


For quick corn bread break one egg 
in three pint* of sour milk, add oue- 
iiuif teaspoonful of soda. tho sam e of 
salt and sugar, then add sifted m eal 
to make u stiff batter. 
Beat briskly 
aud pour iii a iiot, well greased pau. 
Bake in a quick oven until brown. 
Corn dodger* are best baked in aa 
old fashioned Irou oveu with coals u n ­ 
derneath urn! on tin* lid 
To make 
them silt half a gallon of meal, mix 
one-Hiitd teuspoouful of soffit. one-half 
teaspoonful of salt and pinch of sugar;
